Errors acknowledged; 
but prosecutor wants 
new jury empaneled 

In a surprise move last week, Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Brent Turner of 
Prestonsburg filed a motion in Morgan 
Circuit Court on behalf of the Common- 
wealth asking that the indictment against 
Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley be dismissed. 

Turner’s motion, filed Aug. 23, ac- 
knowledges that technical errors were 
made in the Commonwealth’s handling 
of the special grand jury that last May 
indicted Conley on three counts of abuse 
of public trust. It does not, however, 
address other pertinent questions related 
to the seating of the special panel that 
were raised in a motion for dismissal 
filed earlier by defense attorney Grover 
A. Carrington of Mt. Sterling. Unan- 
swered in the Commonwealth’s filing 
was why the grand jury then in session 
was bypassed in favor of a special jury. 



Council also sets roperty 
tax rates for 2007, audit 
report heard at spc. meet

The West Liberty City Council at a 
special meeting Monday afternoon ap- 
proved a room tax on local accommo- 
dations businesses to increase revenue 
for tourist activities. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the 3 
percent room tax would affect all groups 
and individuals doing business as mo- 
tor courts, motels, hotels and inns. 

“The tourism commission asked the 
council to approve this tax,” Barker said. 
“There will now be a 3 percent levy on 
all rooms at Days Inn of West Liberty, 
and all revenue from the tax will go into 
the tourism fund.” 

Barker said city officials do not yet 
know how much revenue the tax will

While the Commonwealth’s motion 
to dismiss the indictment renders that 
question mute, Carrington said it ac- 
complishes the defense’s goal and shows 
that when handled correctly, “you don’t 
just get a special grand jury because you 
want one and you have to show that 
there’s something to investigate,” which 
he said was not shown when the special 
panel that returned the indictment was 
seated. 

“Effectively, all charges against 
Conley have been dropped and we hope 
this will be the end of it,” Carrington 
said, 

But also included in Turner’s motion 
for dismissal is a request to Morgan Cir- 
cuit Judge Rebecca K. Phillips to em- 
panel another special grand jury to re- 
hear evidence in the case. 

If the request is granted, it would be 
at least two to three months before the 
Commonwealth would be ready to be- 
gin representating its case to another 
jury, Carrington said.

In other business, the council ap- 
proved city property tax rates for 2007, 
based on a slight decrease in real estate 
and a slight increase in tangible prop- 
erty. 

“This year’s real estate tax rate is 20.2 
cents per $100 of assessed value,” 
Barker said. “That is down from last 
year’s rate of 20.8 cents. Tangible prop- 
erty has increased this year to 22.7 cents 
per $100 of assessed value from last 
year’s rate of 21.8 cents. These rates are 
expected to generate approximately the 
same amount of revenue as last year at 
$145,000-$ 150,000.” 

A shelter fee ordinance for Old Mill 
Park was also approved, with new stipu- 
lations regarding rental of the park’s 
ampitheather. 

“Ampitheater rental must be ap- 
proved by the tourism commission,”

KSP will be out in force during Labor Day 
holiday weekend working to save lives 



The approaching Labor Day 
holiday weekend marks the end 
of the summer vacation season 
and the Kentucky State Police are 
expecting increased traffic on the 
state’s roadways. To help save 
lives, KSP will be maximizing its 
traffic enforcement activities be- 
ginning at 6:00 p.m. on Friday 
Aug. 31 and continuing through 
11:59 p.m. on Monday, Sept. 3. 

“As part of the nationwide 
‘Drunk Driving. Over the Limit. 
Under Arrest.” campaign, troop- 
ers will be conducting saturation 
patrols and safety checkpoints 
while coordinating efforts with 
local law enforcement agencies,” 
says KSP Commissioner Jack 
Adams. “You’ll see more troop- 
ers on the road and enforcement 
will be strict,” he adds. “Impaired 
drivers will be arrested and mo- 
torists exceeding posted speed 
limits or not using seat belts will 
be ticketed.” 

As part of Operation C.A.R.E. 
(Combined Action Reduction 
Effort), the agency will also be 
targeting interstate highways, 
parkways and roads leading to 
boat ramps and waterways. 

During last year’s three-day 
Labor Day holiday, there were 
770 crashes on Kentucky’s road- 
ways, resulting in nine fatalities 
and 276 injuries. Two of those 
fatalities involved the use of al- 
cohol and six of the victims were 
not wearing seat belts. 

During the same time period, 
KSP made 218 arrests for im- 
paired driving, issued 3,266 
speed violation citations and 
cited 40 drivers for child restraint 
violations. 

As of Aug. 26, a total of 547 
people have died on Kentucky 
roads during 2007. One-hundred 
and twenty- six of these victims 



were the result of crashes that 
involved the use of alcohol. Two- 
hundred and fifty-two were not 
wearing seat belts. 

“Kentucky has a zero toler- 
ance policy regarding impaired 
driving,” explains Capt. Tim 
Lucas, commander of the KSP 
Highway Safety Branch. “Driv- 
ing with a blood alcohol level of 
.08 is illegal, but you can also be 
arrested for lower levels if you 
are under 21 years of age or op- 
erating a commercial vehicle. If 
you are going to drive, it’s best 
not to consume any alcohol at 
all.” 

“Even first time violators face 
immediate arrest, which can re- 
sult in severe financial burdens 
including court costs, legal fees, 
higher auto insurance rates and 
fines. Other consequences, such 
as loss of license and even im- 
prisonment, could affect employ- 
ment,” says Lucas. 

According to Lt. Col. Dean 
Hayes, KSP Dir. of Operations, 
troopers will also be on the look- 
out for motorists who violate 
posted speed limits and ignore 
Kentucky’s primary seat belt law. 
“No warnings will be issued,” he 
says. “Drivers exceeding the 
speed limit or not wearing a seat 
belt will receive a citation.” 

“Excessive speed reduces 
your ability to avoid a crash, ex- 
tends your vehicle’s stopping dis- 
tance and increases the severity 
of a crash when it occurs,” notes 
Hayes. 

“Seat belts are your best de- 
fense in crash,” he adds. “Seat 
belt use reduces the risk of sus- 
taining a fatal injury by 45 per- 
cent in a car and 60 percent in a 
light truck.” 

According to Kentucky law, 
all children 40 inches in height 



or less, must be buckled into a 
child safety restraint seat that 
meets federal standards. Children 
over 40 inches tall must wear a 
seat belt. Violation of this law 
will result in a $50.00 fine with 
an additional $10.00 fine donated 
to the Traumatic Brain Injury 
Trust Fund. 

Motorists should also be 
aware that the back seat is the 
safest place for children to sit, 
especially in vehicles equipped 
with passenger-side air bags. In- 
fants and toddlers should never 
ride in the front seat of a vehicle 
with a passenger-side air bag. 
Parents should always be sure 
that their child’s safety seat has 
been properly installed in the 
vehicle according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration, a properly installed 
child safety seat reduces the risk 
of death by 7 1 percent for infants 
and 54 percent to toddlers in pas- 
senger cars. 

Kentucky law makes the 
driver responsible for assuring 
that all occupants of the vehicle 
are properly restrained. Violation 
of this law will result in a fine 
not to exceed $25.00. 

“Many lives can be saved if 
motorists follow three simple 
rules this Labor Day weekend,” 
says KSP Commissioner Adams. 
“Slow down, buckle up and don’t 
drive while impaired.” 

Citizens can help save lives by 
reporting impaired, erratic or 
speeding drivers to the KSP toll- 
free hotline at 1-800-222-5555. 
Callers will remain anonymous 
and should provide a description 
of the vehicle, location, direction 
of travel and license number if 
possible.

It has become clear exactly 
how much Gov. Ernie Fletcher is 
gambling on his anti-gambling 
re-election theme - everything. 

His first television ad debuted 
last week and it showed Fletcher 
standing in front of a gambling 
casino in Aurora, 111., with 
Fletcher warning of all the social 
ills that occur when communities 
allow gambling casinos in their 
midst. 

Officials in Aurora were not 
amused. It seems the city, the sec- 
ond largest in Illinois, enjoys a 
per-capita income well above 
that in Kentucky. It is most grate- 
ful for the income the city re- 
ceives from its casino. And the 
irony is that Aurora’s representa- 
tive in the U.S. Congress is 
former Republican House 
Speaker Dennis Hastert, hardly a 
screeching liberal when it comes 
to so-called family values issues. 

Apparently the Aurora ad is 
the first in a serious focusing on 
the bad that happens to cities with 
gambling casinos. 

Fletcher’s November oppo- 
nent, former Ft. Gov. Steve 
Beshear, could not ask for better 
coverage of his position in favor 
of allowing the voters to decide 
on a constitutional amendment 
permitting casinos at Kentucky 
racetracks and from two to four 
freestanding casinos on the 
state’s borders. 

Once upon a time, Fletcher 
himself supported allowing a 
vote on the issue, and Fletcher’s 
estranged lieutenant governor, 
Steve Pence, spent much of the 
last four years promoting the ca- 
sino issue as a source of new state 
revenues. 

And the anti-Fletcher blogs 
are having a field day sifting 
through campaign finance 
records to reveal just how much 
campaign cash Fletcher has ac- 
cepted over the years from gam- 
bling-related interests. 

Fast week, while the General 
Assembly was rushing to ap- 
prove Fletcher’s legislation giv- 
ing tax incentives to coal com- 
panies that construct expensive 
conversion plants in Kentucky, 
you would think the governor 
would be in Eastern Kentucky 
extolling the wealth his legisla- 
tion will generate in the coal re- 
gion. 

Instead, Fletcher was in East- 
ern Kentucky to begin his “No 
Casino Tour” of the state. 



“This Nov. 6 is a referendum 
on casino gambling,” Fletcher 
told a crowd in Pikeville. 

That is certainly true, but the 
real referendum occurred 20 
years ago when businessman 
Wallace Wilkinson bet every- 
thing on a state lottery in running 
against a field of political pros in 
the Democratic primary for gov- 
ernor, including Steve Beshear. 

Contrary to all received politi- 
cal wisdom, Wilkinson won the 
primary and November election, 
and the voters of Kentucky ap- 
proved a lottery amendment to 
the constitution. 

Kentuckians have been mer- 
rily playing the lottery ever since, 
and state government has been 
enjoying its cut of the action 
without the least concern about 
families going hungry while 
daddy spent everything on 
Powerball tickets. 

Two decades ago Kentucky 
voters saw other states reaping 
lottery windfalls and decided 
they wanted in on the action. For 
the last decade, Kentuckians 
have been flocking to gambling 
casinos in Indiana and Illinois to 
the tune of hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year, and I believe 
on Nov. 6 many of them will de- 
cide they want to spend their 
gambling dollars at home. 

Fletcher would have been bet- 
ter advised to look at how 
Beshear’s casino position pro- 
pelled him into the Democratic 
nomination in May and simply 
announced he had been in favor 
of a public vote all along. 

That would have taken some 
of the wind out of Beshear’s fall 
campaign and allowed Fletcher 
to go around touting his role in 
the new Fouisville Arena, the 
World Equestrian Games, the 
energy legislation and all those 
checks he handed out before his 
own May primary victory. 

It at least would have diverted 
attention away from Beshear’s 
main strength and away from 
Fletcher’s chief weakness, the 
hiring scandal, indictments and 
pardons. 

Instead Fletcher is reminding 
voters of Beshear’s strength and, 
at the same time, allowing 
Beshear to remind them of 
Fletcher’s weakness. 

In gambling everything on 
anti-gambling, Fletcher’s roll of 
the dice looks very much like it 
will come up snake eyes. 
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ARE ALL THE CHILDREN IN??

The three-count indictment 
lodged against Conley in May 
accused him of giving a county 
drain pipe to an individual, giv- 
ing three drain pipes to the Cow 
Branch Primitive Baptist Church, 
and with having a bulldozer he 
had loaned the county for emer- 
gency road work repaired at 
county expense. 

If found guilty on those 
charges he could have received 
a sentence of three years in prison 
and would have been prohibited 
from ever again seeking public 
office. 

Conley, who was out of town 
on Tuesday, could not be reached 
for comment.

TRAUMATIC 

EXPERIENCE 

For the past two weeks, our 
family had been planning, prac- 
ticing and purchasing for the pag- 
eant held annually at the Morgan 
County Fair. Our efforts began 
when we completed the entry 
form and reviewed the rules 
printed on the form. We were 
within the rules stated on the en- 
try form. Saturday, Aug. 25, our 
extended family all gathered to 
the Middle School to enjoy our 
children’s participation in the 
pageant, but instead, our day of 
fun turned into one of our 
family’s greatest disappoint- 
ments. Fifteen minutes before the 
older child was to go on stage, 
we were handed our $15 entry fee 
and told she was not eligible to 
participate. We were told that if 
we became “loud” the law would 
be called. At the thought of the 
police being called on her 
mommy, our child became emo- 
tional, spilling tears of fear. It was 
at this point our nightmare began. 

The Morgan County Fair 
Board president and the child’s 
father became engaged in a 
heated discussion about the 
child’s eligibility to compete. It 
was clear from the three rules that 
were printed that she was eli- 
gible. The rules read as follows: 
1) All contestants must live in the 
state of Kentucky; 2) A contes- 
tant must have reached their 5th 
birthday by June 30 and shall not 
have reached their 8th birthday 
by June 30, 2007 (Our child’s 8th 
birthday is Oct. 22, 2007); 3) 
Must provide a copy of birth cer- 
tificate with entry form. 

Our youngest child could in- 
terpret these rules we were given, 
which if you read them can de- 
termine she is younger than eight 
years old. The night before the 
competition, we were called at 
10:04 p.m. questioning our 
daughter’s eligibility according 
to the state rules, which were not 
part of the entry form and were 
not explained to us prior to the 
phone call. At this point we feel 
the board has lost the focus and 
intentions of the pageant. 

We write this not to complain 
that our child was not able to 
compete, but more to quest on the 
decision of the president. At one 
point, the president stated that he 
didn’t care in regards to the 
money and time that we had 
vested onto the competition. He 
also did not seem pleased by the 
tears of my child. We write this 
not to complain that our child 
was not able to compete, but to 
call attention to the board 
president’s judgment in this situ- 
ation. Our proudest moment 
though this disaster for our fam- 
ily was when our child, full of 
tears and disappointment, re- 
turned a trophy given in a feeble 
attempt by the pageant commit- 
tee to ease their guilty con- 
sciences.

Smart Dieting 

"Lose 20 pounds in a week!" "Set your metabolism on fire with Metabo-lnferno!" "Lose while you 
snooze!" These sorts of crazy diet claims are all over the Internet, TV and magazines. So how do you 
sort fact from fiction? 




Use Common Sense 

Whether you are trying to lose 
weight for your health or because you 
want to look good in your bathing suit, 
the same rule applies: Use common 
sense when choosing a diet. You should 
immediately rule out the following: 

• Any diet supplement that claims it 
will boost your metabolism. These 
sorts of pills often contain dangerous 
and unregulated substances that 
could cause great harm. 

• Any diet that advocates eating just one sort of food 
(for example, the “Cabbage Soup Diet" or diets 
consisting of only protein). You may lose some 
weight in the short term, but you will not be able 
to sustain a diet like this for long. Plus, a diet con- 
sisting only of one type of food is not healthy, espe- 
cially for a person with diabetes. 

• Any diet that claims that you can lose more than 
one to two pounds per week. 

• Any diet that just does not sound right. A “potato 
chip" diet is just not sensible. In the diet world, if it 
sounds too good to be true, it is. 



Choose a Plan That Works for You 

Before selecting any diet, you should 
consult with your physician, who may have 
specific advice for you based on your histo- 
ry and your medical conditions. 

The most successful plans over the long 
term are those that teach good eating 
habits without restricting certain groups of 
food. Another important component of a 
successful diet plan is group support. Con- 
sider a plan in which regular attendance at 
meetings or with a personal consultant is 
part of the program. 

High-protein/low-carbohydrate diets are not the 
best choices for people with diabetes as these diets 
limit fruit and vegetables. A better choice may be a 
diet that incorporates small amounts of meat and fish 
with lots of vegetables and whole grains. 

Whatever plan you choose, remember that losing 
weight is only possible if you burn off more calories 
each day than you take in.

CITY OF WEST LIBERTY 
ROOM TAX ORDINANCE 

Ordinance #08272007-02 

Whereas the City of West Liberty 
deems it, necessary to impose a tax on 
rooms rented within the City of West 
Liberty; 

And Whereas, the City of West Lib- 
erty finds that a room tax would pro- 
vide revenue for Tourist Activities, 

Therefore, let it be ordained as fol- 
lows; 

PURPOSE 

Section 1. For the purpose of the 
operation of the City of West Liberty 
Tourism Commission, there is imposed 
and levied a transient room tax of three 
percent (3%) of the gross rent for every 
occupancy of a suite, room or rooms 
charged by all persons, companies, cor- 
porations, and other like or similar per- 
sons, groups or organizations doing 
business as motor courts, motels, hotels, 
inns, or like a similar accommodations 
businesses in the city. 

PAYMENT OF TAXES. 

Section 2. On or after September 1, 
2007 every person, company, corpora- 
tion, or other like or similar person, 
group or organization doing business as 
a motor court, motel, hotel, inn, or 
other like or similar accommodations 
business in the city, shall pay monthly a 
transient room tax set forth above. The 
tax shall be due and payable on or be- 
fore the twentieth day of the month 
next following the month that the tax 
is collected, together with a return an 
aggregate amount of gross rentals 
charged and collected during the pre- 
ceding month for every room to which 
the transient room tax applies, together 
with such other pertinent information 
as the City may require. 

INTEREST ON UNPAID TAX. 

Section 3. Any tax imposed which 
shall remain unpaid after it becomes 
due, as set forth herein, shall have 
added to it a penalty of ten percent 
(10%) of the amount of unpaid tax, plus 
interest at the rate of one-half percent 
(1 1/2%) for each month of delinquency 
of fraction there of, until paid in full. 
Further, any person or business who 
shall fail, neglect, or refuse to properly 
complete and file a return as required 
herein or pay the tax imposed herein, 
or any portion thereof, shall be subject 
to the penalties set forth in. 

EXCEPTIONS. 

Section 4. The tax imposed shall not 
apply to rentals paid on occupancies of 
thirty (30) consecutive days or longer. 

EXAMINATION OF BOOKS, 
PAPERS, RECORDS AUTHORIZED. 

Section 5. The City Clerk or any 
agent or employee designated in writ- 
ing by the Mayor of the City of West 
Liberty is hereby authorized to exam- 
ine the books, papers, and recrods of 
any person, company, corporation or 
other like or similar person, group or 
organization doing business in the city 
as a motor court, motel, hotel, inn or 
other like or similar accommodation 
business, to determine the accuracy of 
any return made, and if, no return was 
made, to ascertain the amount of tran- 
sient room tax imposed by the terms of 
this chapter. Each business operator or 
owner is hereby directed and required 
to give the City Clerk or any agent or 
employee authorized by the Mayor the 
means, facilities, and opportunity for 
the examination and investigation as 
authorized by this section. 

(A) The City Clerk or any agent or 
employee designated by the Mayor is 
hereby authorized to examine any per- 
son under oath concerning occupancy 
of suites or rooms. For this prupose, the 
City Clerk or an appointed agent may 
compel the production of books, papers, 
records, and attendance of all persons, 
whether as parties or rooms, to the ex- 
tent that any officer empowered to ad- 
minister oaths in this Commonwealth is 
permitted to so order. 

(B) Any findings of failute to make 
timely remittance and payment of the 
tax due herein shall be considered to be 
a theft by failure to make required dis- 
position of property as set forth by KRS 
514.070 and shall be turned over to the 
County Attorney or the Commonwealth 
Attorney for enforcement through the 
Kentucky Penal Code, KRS Ch. 500. 

Now, therefore after proper read- 
ings and publication let it be so Or- 
dained by the City of West Liberty.

ORDINANCE 

Ordinance No. 08272007-01 

An ordinance relating to the fixing 
of the annual tax rate on ad valorem real 
estate, personal proprty and motor ve- 
hicles for the City of West Liberty, Ken- 
tucky for Tax Year 2007. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary and proper 
for the City of West Liberty, Kentucky, 
to fix the annual tax rate on ad valorem 
real estate, personal property, and mo- 
tor vehicles. 

SECTION 1 : There is levied an annual 
ad valorem tax for the City of West Lib- 
erty General Fund purposes of .2020 
cents upon each One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars of value of real property and 
.2272 cents upon each One Hundred 
($100.00) dollars of value on all tangible 
personal property which can be legally 
assessed for taxation by the City of West 
Liberty, Kentucky, 3.0 cents upon each 
One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of value 
of all real and tangible property to be 
used in the Fire Tax Fund. 

SECTION II: There is levied an annual 
tax rate of 16 cents of each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of fair cash value 
upon all motor vehicles in the City of 
West Liberty, Kentucky, for general fund 
purposes to the city. 

SECTION III: There ie levied an an- 
nual tax rate of 25 cents of each One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of fair cash 
value upon all Bank Franchise and Local 
Tax deposits, in the City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky. 

SECTION IV: This rate is for the tax- 
able year of 2007/2008 and thereafter 
unless properly amended or a new rate 
established by law. 

SECTION V: The assessment used by 
the City for the purposes provided 
herein shall be the county assessment as 
prepared by the Morgan County Prop- 
erty Valuation Administrator. 

SECTION VI: All delinquent property 
taxes shall be subject to all collection 
procedures. In addition, a 10% fee shall 
be collected with all taxes not paid in 
full by January 31st of the tax-billing 
period. 

SECTION VI: This ordinance shall be- 
come effective upon proper readings 
and publication.

Police dept, warns motorists: If 
you drink and drive, you lose! 



Local law enforcement will be 
working overtime this Labor Day 
weekend to crack down on drunk 
drivers. With more people ex- 
pected to be traveling on West 
Liberty/Morgan County roads 
during the holiday weekend, law 
enforcement will be out in full 
force conducting sobriety check- 
points and saturation patrols to 
protect citizens from this deadly 
crime. 

“Our message is simple - 
Drunk Driving Over The Limit 
Under Arrest,” Assistant Police 
Chief Wayne Lewis said. “We 
encourage anyone planning on 
drinking alcohol or using drugs 
to be responsible and designate a 
sober driver. With checkpoints, 
roving patrols, undercover offic- 
ers and concerned citizens, 
chances are if you drive impaired 
this holiday, you will be arrested.” 

Impaired driving is one of 
America’s most often-committed 
and deadliest crimes. According 
to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s Uniform Crime 
Report, more than 1.4 million 
people nationwide were arrested 
in 2004 for driving under the in- 
fluence. Statistics compiled by 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration for 2004 
show that nearly 13,000 people 
died in highway crashes involv- 
ing a driver with an illegal blood 
alcohol concentration level of 
0.08 or higher. 



“Driving with a blood alcohol 
level of 0.08 and above is illegal 
in every state,” County Attorney 
Steve O’Connor said. “Violators 
will be spending their money on 
bail, court, lawyers and towing 
fees instead of on the last days of 
their summer vacations.” 

The national impaired driving 
crackdown is complemented by 
Kentucky’s “Drunk Driving Over 
The Limit Under Arrest” adver- 
tising campaign that puts drivers 
on notice that if they drive im- 
paired, they will be caught and 
prosecuted. 

Studies from NHTSA show 
that Americans support tougher 
enforcement and consider drunk 
driving an important social issue, 
ahead of health care, poverty, the 
environment and gun control. 
Nearly 97 percent of Americans 
view drinking and driving by oth- 
ers as a threat to their families and 
themselves. The majority of 
Americans also support increased 
enforcement efforts like sobriety 
checkpoints to protect innocent 
victims from impaired drivers. 

NHTSA’s data also shows that 
motorcycle operators have the 
highest incidence of drunk-driv- 
ing related fatal crashes. In 2003, 
motorcycles accounted for 29 
percent, light trucks for 22 per- 
cent, passenger cars for 22 per- 
cent and large trucks for 1 per- 
cent of all fatal crashes where a 
driver had a BAC level of 0.08 



and above. Furthermore, almost 
half (44 percent) of the motor- 
cycle operators who died in 
single-vehicle crashes in 2003 
were intoxicated. 

Assistant Chief Lewis reminds 
everyone to plan ahead. 

“If you find it hard to figure 
out if you’ve had too much to 
drive - don’t risk it. Most likely 
if you ’re feeling ‘buzzed,’ you’re 
impaired, and if you drive, we 
will be out in force to catch you.” 

West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment reminds everyone: 

• Be responsible and don’t risk 
it... You will be caught. 

• If you plan to drink, choose 
a designated driver before going 
out. 

• Take mass transit, a taxicab 
or ask a sober fried to drive you 
home. 

• Spend the night where the 
activity is being held. 

• Report impaired drivers to 
law enforcement. 

• Always buckle up - it’s your 
best defense against an impaired 
driver. 

The You Drink & Drive, You 
Lose national crackdown, first 
launched in December 1999, is a 
comprehensive impaired-driving 
prevention effort focused on con- 
ducting highly visible law en- 
forcement-related efforts to deter 
impaired driving.

The oldest of the 
boomers will be 62 in just a few 
months - in January 2008. But 
even the most anxious of this 
group should be able to relieve 
at least some concerns about re- 
tirement income by understand- 
ing just how much money is 
needed, and then planning a way 
to reach that goal. 

Most financial advisors say 
that you will need at least 70 to 
90 percent of your pre-retirement 
income to enjoy a comfortable 
retirement. Other advisors say 
that you may need an even higher 
percentage of pre-retirement in- 
come. So where will it come 
from? 

The truth is that today Social 
Security is the largest source of 
income for most older Ameri- 
cans. For the average wage- 
earner, Social Security will re- 
place about 40 percent of pre-re- 
tirement earnings. But Social Se- 
curity was never intended to be 
your only source of income when 
you retire, and to reach the 70-90 
percent replacement income goal 
you also will need other savings, 
investments or pension income, 
or part-time work.

LUCAS, Ky.— Football play- 
ers aren’t the only ones in train- 
ing camp during August. Teach- 
ers, administrators and parents 
from four Kentucky school dis- 
tricts are also preparing them- 
selves for the upcoming school 
year. 

Teams from Graves, 
Jefferson, Menifee and Morgan 
counties gathered at Barren River 
Lake State Resort Park on August 
20 and 21 as participants in 
PASS, the Partnership for Student 
Success. The pilot program, ini- 
tiated by Rep. John Will Stacy of 
West Liberty and supported 
through the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Education, is an effort to 
raise student achievement by in- 
creasing parent and community 
involvement in schools. 

The two-day “training camp” 
was facilitated by two groups, the 
Center for Parent Leadership at 
the Prichard Committee for Aca- 
demic Excellence and the Ken- 
tucky School Boards Association. 

It’s a great opportunity for 
Kentucky schools, said Bev 
Raimondo, director of the Cen- 
ter for Parent Leadership. “We’re 
so pleased to work with these dis- 
tricts and KSB A on a targeted ap- 
proach to parent and community 
engagement,” she said. “This 
training camp provided an oppor- 
tunity for district representatives 
to coalesce as a team and develop 
concrete plans.” 

District teams of six to 10 



leaders focused on overcoming 
barriers to parent involvement, 
identifying community resources 
and creating an action plan to take 
home to their school districts. 

Team Morgan is ready to play 
ball, said Ryan O’Neal, commu- 
nity education director for Mor- 
gan County Schools. “This pro- 
gram allows our district to do 
some new things and get parents 
involved in a positive way,” he 
said. “We’ll also have high school 
students serving as mentors to at- 
risk middle school students.” 

Throughout the school year, 
each district’s PASS program will 



include parent leadership train- 
ing, community engagement ses- 
sions, teacher workshops and 
special events. In addition to in- 
creasing parent and community 
involvement, the program also 
focuses on enhancing healthy 
lifestyles and using technology 
effectively. 

PASS participants are excited 
about the possibilities, said Ben 
Langley, Youth Services Coordi- 
nator at Iroquois Middle School 
in Louisville. “We’re going out 
of the box to re-think parent in- 
volvement,” he said. “This is 
what we need to move forward.” 



Sycfuel incentives 
for coal industry 
pass with warning 

The Kentucky General As- 
sembly last week passed new in- 
centives for plants to make syn- 
thetic fuel from coal, over objec- 
tions of Appalachian residents 
who said the bill, among other 
things, would lead to more strip 
mining of coal through 
mountaintop removal. But their 



pleas did find some receptive 
ears, writes Ronnie Ellis, the 
Community Newspaper Holdings 
Inc. correspondent in the state 
capital of Frankfort. 

Wrote Ellis, “Tom Fitzgerald 
of the Kentucky Resources Coun- 
cil .. . warns a day of reckoning 
is coming when mandated reduc- 
tions in carbon emissions which 
are warming our planet will dra- 
matically increase the costs of 
coal-generated electricity. Law- 
makers respect Fitzgerald, cour- 



teously listen to him, and then 
vote against his counsel. At least 
they listen. And it appeared oth- 
ers got through to lawmakers 
about the devastation of coal min- 
ing. Members of the Kentuckians 
for the Commonwealth were elo- 
quent and moving in their con- 
demnation of coal and its effects 
on their lives and the environment 
- eloquent enough that several 
lawmakers asked to go and see for 
themselves.” 

Ellis summed up with a song 
lyric from a friend: “As a 
flatlander who has never de- 
pended on the livelihood pro- 
vided by coal mining nor lived 
near its destruction, I don’t pos- 
sess any answers. There seems a 
high price for coal but its back- 
ers promise a high return. Still, 
the debate this week reminded me 
of a lyric in a song Mitch Jayne 
wrote for The Dillards: ‘Promises 
are words for things they never 
do. Mountains are promises come 
true.’”

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Entry in court record dated 25 October 1853 sentences William 
Brown to “be hanged by the neck until he be dead dead dead.” 



THE PEDDLER LEGEND. 
Part IV: The Trial. Following the 
murder of an itinerant Irish ped- 
dler, William H. Brown was 
lodged in the Morgan County jail 
in West Liberty. 

The April term of court, 1853, 
saw Brown indicted on a charge 
of murder. (For details, including 
names of witnesses and jurors, 
etc., see The Peddler Legend.) 
However, on April 29, the trial 
ended when the jury was unable 
to reach a verdict. At least mo- 
mentarily, Bill Brown must have 
breathed a sigh of relief, while 
throughout the country rumors 
were whispered about one the ju- 
rors having been bribed (an alle- 
gation the “confession” takes 
pains to deny). 

At the end of his first trial, 
word also seems to have circu- 
lated that trouble was brewing, 
because a guard of six men was 
placed on the jailhouse. As listed 
in Order Book 5 (p. 252) they 
were H.J. Spradlin, Stephen 
Cundiff, A.M. Gordon, William 
Craig, James F. McGuire and 
Lewis Henry. A West Liberty 



physician named Edward E. 
Duke was appointed to oversee 
the guard and fill any vacancy 
that might occur. The “confes- 



sion” fails to shed any light on 
why the guard was appointed. 
However, the “Speech of Mr. 
Burns” does refer to an “intense 
degree of excitement that has 
swept over the county against the 
prisoner, and that was as a howl- 
ing tempest around and within the 
walls of his temple of justice...” 

Some four months after 
Brown’s first trial, he was to re- 
ceive a new incentive for escap- 
ing the hangman’s noose: a 
healthy baby daughter. Born on 
Aug. 16, 1853, she was named 
Martha Jane, apparently after her 
mother’s older sister. She, how- 
ever, was destined never to have 
sisters or brothers of her own, 
because her father had a rendez- 
vous to keep with justice. 

And so the next term of the 
circuit court found William H. 
Brown again on trial for his life. 
On the third day of the October 
term - that is, on Wednesday 
morning of Oct. 19, 1853 - it was 
recorded by the clerk that “this 
day came the attorney for the 
Commonwealth, and the defen- 
dant being brought to the bar, in 
custody of the Jailer, and being 
arraigned, pled ‘not guilty,’ and 
for his trial put himself upon God 
and his Country...” 

The entry goes on to record 
that the Commonwealth’s attor- 
ney “doth the like” and that 
“thereupon came the following 
wise men” (the jurors): George D. 
Brown (presumably no relation to 
the defendant), Aaron 
Crosthwait, Abram Swango, 
Reese B. Murry, Joseph 
Utterback, William W. Elam, Ed- 
ward S. Rose, James Gibbs, Bird 
Isom and Isaiah Wilson. How- 
ever, there was not time to com- 
plete the selection, and so the ju- 
rors were “adjourned over until 
to Morrow morning at 8 1/2 
o’clock, in charge of the Sheriff,” 
and the defendant was “remanded 
to Jail.” 

The next day the names of 
Abraham Philips and Gideon 
Howard brought the number of 
jurors to 12, but there not being 
“time to hear the evidence and ar- 
gument” the trial was carried over 
until the following day, Oct. 21.

During this time the Common- 
wealth Attorney was having his 
problems. As shown by an entry 
on page 277, it was on his mo- 
tion than an “attachment” was 
“awarded against Elizabeth 
Ferguson... to show cause if any 
she can why she shall not be fined 
for not attending as a witness in 
this case...” As an indication of 
the seriousness of the matter, the 
sheriff was directed to “not to take 
Bail of the Defendant.” 

What transpired during the 
two days - Oct. 21 and 22 - of 
this surprisingly brief trial must 
be pieced together, since no tran- 
script was kept (Order Book 5 
representing only a log of the 
court actions). We do, however, 
have the “confession” and 
Burns’s speech. In the former, 
Brown says that Preston H. Dyer 
swore falsely “that I said I would 
give a load of powder and lead 
for the peddler’s money...” He as- 
serts Milton Adams also gave 
false testimony “that he saw me 
buy a vest from Dr. H. Daily at 
Bloomington on 9th of Decem- 
ber last and pay him the money 
for the same.” Too, he claims that 
William Ryly lied when he swore 
Brown had a $50 bill at Ryly’s 
home in Greenup. He describes 
discrepancies in the stories of 
both Ambrose Howerton and Ned 
Pelfrey, between the first and sec- 
ond trials, adding “that men ought 
to swear with caution, especially 
when they have to swear more 
than once about the same thing.” 
Three others - Dr. Daily, William 
A. Kendall, and “Baker from 
Greenup County” - “swore noth- 
ing but the truth,” he says. 

In his speech to the jury, Will- 
iam H. Burns mentioned more of 
the evidence presented against 
Brown. One piece was the alle- 
gation that “two white and one 
brown table linens and nine nap- 
kins, corresponding with the ped- 
dlers in number, stile, size &c.” 
were sold or given away to vari- 
ous persons, including “his rela- 
tions in Greenup County.” Burns 
also briefly catalogued the fol- 
lowing allegations: 

“That the peddler was after- 
wards found near where Brown 
said he would kill him. He had a 
ball in him near the size of the 
balls Brown’s gun carried, and 
was compared with one of 
Brown’s balls and seemed to 
agree, but was not weighed; horse 
tracks was found near where the 
peddler’s body lay, but was not 
measure so as to compare it with 
Brown’s horse tracks; that a 
man’s tracks was seen near the 
body of the deceased, but was not 
measured and compared with the 
prisoner’s tracks, that deceased 
was killed on a public highway...” 
Burns argued against each piece 
of evidence, terming the testi- 
mony against his client “more of 
a legal romance than an actual 
transaction.” 

His arguments were to no 
avail, however, and the jury lost 
little time in reaching a consen- 
sus. On Oct. 22, having heard “the 
argument of Counsel,” the jurors 
“went out and having consulted 
for a verdict upon their oaths, re- 
turned into Court with a verdict 
of Guilty whereupon the Jury is 
discharged and the prisoner re- 
manded to jail.” 

However, the real drama was 
reserved for three days later when 
the circuit judge, the Honorable 
J.W. Moore, passed sentence. As 
the entry for Tuesday, Oct. 25, 
1853, concludes: 

“...It is considered by the court 
now that the said William Brown 
be taken to the Jail of the said 
County of Morgan and from 
whence he came and from thence 
to some place of Execution within 
the said County of Morgan and 
on the 9th day of December next 
and there be hanged by the neck 
until he be dead dead dead and it 



is further ordered by the Court 
that the Sheriff of this County 
cause Execution of his Judgement 
to be done.” 

At this, Judge Moore perfunc- 
torily ordered that the court be 
adjourned until the following 
morning, while - we may well 
imagine - a chorus of excited 
commentary went up and Peggy 
Brown collapsed sobbing into the 
arms of her family. 

Two more entries - one mor- 
bid, the other merely grim - close 
out the case of the Common- 
wealth against William H. 
Brown. On the day after sentence 
was passed, with the condemned 
man present and on the motion of 
his attorney, Judge Moore or- 
dered “that the sheriff of his 
County deliver the body of the 
defendant to his Father after Ex- 
ecution of the Judgement herein.” 
and the 29th of the month saw the 
placement, once again, of “a con- 
tinual guard of Seven” that would 
“guard the Jail until the Execu- 
tion of the Defendant, fears be- 
ing entertained from without.”

Morgan held to 23 yds. 
total offense; Vikings 
gain 417, score 7 TDs

The final numbers were lop- 
sided and so was the score. 
Rowan County rolled up 417 
yards of total offense to only 23 
for Morgan County. The Vikings 
ran the ball 37 times for 258 
yards. The Cougars managed 16 
yards on 35 carries. Through the 
air, Rowan completed seven 
passes for 159 yards. The Cou- 
gars finished with just 16 yards 
on a pair of completions. The 
only category that stood out for 
Morgan was turnovers - six - 
while Rowan had none (obvi- 
ously NOT the statistic you want 
to win).

“The game went about as I 
expected,” Cougar Coach Jeff 
Norman said.

Morgan County looked as if 
it would answer when quarter- 
back Kyle Havens picked up a 
pair of first down runs on his 
team’s first possession. But a 
Cougar fumble inside the 20 yard 
line gave the ball back to Rowan. 
Unfortunately, it also marked 
Morgan’s only quality offensive 
drive of the game. 

The Cougars’ second posses- 
sion ended after three plays and 
a loss of 19 yards. Rowan imme- 
diately capitalized when T.J. 
Chin’s 47 -yard heave down field 
deflected off a Cougar defender 
and fell in the arms of Blake 
Manning at the one yard line. On 
the next play, Chin capped the 
quick drive with a touchdown on 
a quarterback keeper. Chin then 
found Eddie Young in the end 
zone for the two-point conver- 



sion to make it 14-0 with 8:03 re- 
maining in the first half. 

Rowan added its third score 
on Matt Bowman’s 16-yard TD 
run and a two-point conversion. 
The Vikings led 22-0 at the half. 

“Morgan played well early, 
but they shot themselves in the 
foot with turnovers,” Viking 
Coach Bill Baldridge said. “And 
our guys didn’t let up because we 
were ahead. We pushed hard.” 

Rowan continued to pile on 
points in the third quarter. Chin 
and Wright hooked up on pass 
plays of 42 and 10 yards, respec- 



Norman says mistakes 
were made but still 
believes in game plan

That bad news is that the Cou- 
gars were taken to the woodshed 
(53-0) by a much-improved 
Rowan County team. 

The good news is there is no- 
where to go but up. 

“We’re going to keep work- 
ing, watching film and correct- 
ing mistakes,” Morgan County 
Coach Jeff Norman said on Mon- 
day. “I still believe we have a 
solid game plan. If we execute, 
we’re going to have a chance to 
win ball games.” 

Norman’s first taste of head 
coaching duties was one to for- 
get. The Cougars had no answers 
for Rowan’s offense or defense 
and were out-gained by a stag- 
gering 394 yards. 

“When you have turnovers 
against a good football team it’s 
going to get ugly,” Norman said. 
“Rowan had a lot of experienced 
players on the field and we are 
young and inexperienced. Their 
experience won out.” 

The Vikings could do little 
wrong. Bill Baldridge’s team lit- 
erally scored at will, with quar- 



tively, before Wright finished the 
drive with a 14-yard scoring run 
to make it 28-0 at the 7:42 mark. 
Baldridge then turned to talented 
freshman Darrell Cross for three 
of the team’s final four scores. 
Cross went in from a yard out to 
put Rowan up 34-0 with 2:20 left 
in the third. After Jay 
McCormick intercepted 
Havens’s pass and returned it 49 
yards to the Cougar nine yard 
line, Cross scored his second TD 
for a 40-0 Viking lead. Another 
Morgan County turnover led to 
a Sean Kelsey two yard scoring 
run and a 47-0 Rowan County ad- 



terback T.J. Chin alone account- 
ing for nearly 200 yards of total 
offense. But it was Chin’s ability 
to run the option that gave the 
Cougar defense fits. 

“Chin ran the option very 
well,” Norman said. “It seemed 
that we had him tackled 85 per- 
cent of the night, but he’d man- 
age to get rid of the football. We 
simply didn’t adjust to what they 
were doing. That was my mis- 
take.” 

The Cougars trailed by 22 at 
the half - a deficit that grew to 
28 midway through the third pe- 
riod. Norman says that is when 
he made his second mistake. 

“When we were down 28-0, 1 
started substitute and I should not 
have done that,” Norman said. “I 
substituted too fast. I felt like our 
kids thought I was giving up on 
them at that point. I’m not above 
making mistakes.” 

Norman, who has always 
prided himself on being a “glass 
half-full” type of person, says he 
is doing his best to see the posi- 
tive side of defeat. 

“I thought it (our perfor- 
mance) was a lot better than the 
score indicated,” the Cougar 
coach said. “We’re going to be 
much better by week three or 
four. Our focus remains on get- 
ting ready for district play.”

After all the off- season 
hype surrounding the Kentucky 
football team, the Wildcats will 
finally show what they’re made 
of when they line up against the 
EKU Colonels at Common- 
wealth Stadium. 

Rich Brooks’ team returns 15 
starters from the team that went 
8-5 and posted a victory in the 
the Music City Bowl over 
Clemson. It was the Cats’ first 
bowl appearance in seven years 
and first bowl win in 22 years. 
Obviously, fans are ready for an 
encore performance, but are the 
Wildcats? 

“We’ll have 12 opportunities 
to go out there and show we’re 
an improved football team,” 
Brooks said of his team. “Are we 
a team that had a small amount 
of success and can build on that, 
or are we a team that has success 
and is a flash in the pan? If we 
get by the first game, then there 
are 11 more. I know that Eastern 
will be fired up to come in here 
and show us what they can do.” 

The Colonels’ program is cer- 
tainly no slouch, having posted 
29 consecutive winning sea- 



ton. “They (Eastern) have so 
much to gain from this game, so 
we need to stay focused and play 
hard.” 

It’s only the second time in 
history that EKU and UK will 
have met on the football field. 
Back in 1998, Tim Couch threw 
for nearly 400 yards and five 
touchdowns as UK hammered 
the Colonels 52-7 at Common- 
wealth Stadium. It marks the first 
time since 1993 that Kentucky 
has played someone other than 
Louisville in the season opener. 

“We know that Eastern has a 
long streak of winning seasons 
and an explosive offense,” said 
UK defensive end Dominic 
Lewis. “ (In practice) we’ve been 
banging on each other and now 
we’re ready to bang on someone 
else. If we (the defense) can set 
the tone and play well, the of- 
fense will play well.
